First Day. 

T1 ie One Hundred and Fifteenth Session of the Virginia An- 
nual Conference Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was held in 
Danville, Ya., beginning on Wednesday, the 17th day of November, 
1897, Bishop Oscar P. Fitzgerald presiding. 

The Conference was called to order at half-past nine o’clock A.-M. 
by the presiding Bishop, who conducted Divine service and made a 
brief address to the Conference. 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll. During the 
session there were present of clerical members 226 (including those 
received into full connection this year) ; of lay 44. 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and S. S. Lambeth and 
B. M. Beckham Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion of R. N. Sledd, the hours of meeting and adjourn- 
ment, respectively, were fixed at nine o’clock A. M. and one o’clock 
P. M. 

On motion, the preachers stationed in Danville and the Presiding 
Elder of the Danville District were appointed a Committee on Pub- 
lic Worship. 

The Committee on Memoirs was, according to regulation, consti- 
tuted as follows : T. E. Johnson, Geo. C. Vanderslice, W. G. Starr, 
and Paul Whitehead (the last to be chairman). 

On motion, the Chair was requested to appoint a committee to 
nominate the Committee on Conference Relations for the present 
session. The (’hair appointed J. W. Bledsoe, R. A. Compton, and 
J. T. Mastin. 

D. M. Smith, one of the Book Agents of our Church, was intro- 
duced to the Conference and made a brief address. 
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The Boards and Standing Committees of Conference were consti- 
tuted. (See Boards.) 

On motion of R. N. Sledd, Geo. H. Spooner was appointed Con- 
ference Postmaster. 

On motion of A. G. Brown, John O. Moss was appointed to col- 
lect the amounts due for the “ Minutes ” of the last session ; and it 
was ordered that he be directed to report to the Conference the 
names of any preachers who refuse to pay the sums charged to 
them. 

On motion of J. L. Spencer, it was ordered that a committee of 
three be appointed on the subject of Temperance. The Chair ap- 
pointed J. L. Spencer, F. M. Edwards, and R. Ferguson as said 
committee. 

A communication from the Book Agents of the M. E. Church, 
South, was laid before the Conference, read, and on motion, referred 
to the Committee on Publishing Interests. 

A communication from the Board of Missions of our Church was 
laid before the Conference, read, and, on motion, referred to the 
Board of Missions of this Conference. 

A communication from the Board of Education of the M. E. 
Church, South, was laid before the Conference, read, and, on motion, 
referred to the Board of Education of this Conference. 

A communication from the Epworth League Board of the M. E. 
Church, South, was laid before the Conference, read, and, on motion, 
referred to the following special committee : E. H. Rawlings, Geo. 
H. Ray, W. B. Beauchamp, G. H. McFaden, and E. G. Moseley. 

On motion of \V. J. Kilby and H. M. Hope, the following resolu- 
tions were adopted : 

“ Be it resolved , 1. That a committee of ten, to consist of five preachers and five 
laymen, be appointed by the presiding Bishop on the subject of Memorials to the 
ensuing General Conference. 

2. That all such memorials be referred to said committee without debate ; pro- 
vided, that the author of a memorial shall explain briefly its purport before said 
reference.” 

On motion of C. L. Bane and others, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

“ Resolved , That the Bishop presiding, or the President of the Conference, be re- 
quested to appoint, on the first day of each Conference Session, a committee, com- 
posed of one clerical member from each Presiding Elder’s District, to be known as 
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the Committee on Applications, before which all applications for admission on 
trial, re-admission, and admission from other churches, shall come, before they are 
presented to the Conference ; and that the committee’s report shall be called for 
before any one is received on trial, re admitted, or received from other churches.” 

A communication from George Wm. Walker, President of Paine 
Institute, Augusta, Ga., was laid before Conference, read, and, on 
motion, referred to the Board of Education. 

A. G. Brown, from the Committee on Conference Entertainment,, 
appointed by the last Conference, made report; which was read, 
and, on motion, made the order of the day for to-morrow morning 
at eleven o’clock. 

The committee appointed this morning to nominate the Commit- 
tee on Conference Relations, made report, which was adopted, and 
the committee appointed as follows in accordance therewith : .James 
O. Moss, T. .J. Taylor, J. E. Deshazo, A. C. Berryman, R. Ferguson,. 
F. M. Edwards, W. W. Sawyer, J. B. DeBerry, H. C. Cheatham, (7 
I). Crawley, -I. Carson Watson. 

Minute Question 20, “Are all the preachers blameless in their 
lives and official administration?” was called, and the following 
Presiding Elders passed in examination of character : A. G. Brown, 
Paul Whitehead, C. E. Watts, -J. S. Hunter, Oscar Littleton, W. P. 
Wright, Joseph H. Riddick, Thos. Id. Campbell, Joseph H. Amiss, 
J. Powell Garland, W. C. Yaden. 

The Chair appointed the following to constitute the Committee on 
Applications provided for this morning : J. T. Mastin, C. H. Boggs, 
John M. Burton, C. L. Bane, J. W. Shackford, Jas. B. Winn, T. 
McN. Simpson, John T. Moore, J. T. Whitley, J. I). Hank, N. H„ 
Robertson. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 




Second Day. 

Thursday, November 18, 1897. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Fitzgerald in 
the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Henry C. Cheatham. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

On motion of Paul Whitehead, the further calling of the roll was 
dispensed with. 
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A communication from the Board of Church Extension of the 
M. E. Church, South, was laid before the Conference, read, and, on 
motion, referred to the Board of Church Extension of this Con- 
ference. 

The death of T. B. Holt, Treasurer of the Board of Missions of the 
M. E. Church, South, was announced by I)r. Sledd, and received 
with deep emotion. Bishop Fitzgerald made a touching allusion to 
his personal intimacy with the deceased. 

Memorials to the General Conference were offered as follows, and, 
in accordance with resolutions adopted yesterday, referred to the 
( 'ommittee on Memorials : 



By Geo. H. Ray : On the subject of the limit of the number of charges in a Pre- 
siding Elder’s district. 

By A. Coke Smith : On subject of changes of law respecting the jurisdiction of 
Quarterly and District Conferences. 

Minute Question 20 was resumed. 

Rev. W. S. Campbell, Secretary of the Virginia Bible Society, 
was introduced to the Conference, and made an address on behalf 
of the society represented by him. 

On motion, a committee of three on the Bible cause was ordered, 
and the Chair appointed the following to compose the same : W. \Y. 
Rovall, W. E. Judkins, Richard Irby. 

Robert S. Baughan, of the fourth year’s class, being obliged to 
leave the seat of the Conference, his name was called in connection 
with Minute Question 12, “ What traveling preachers are elected 
elders?” and he passed in examination of character; and having 
passed an approved examination on the course of study prescribed 
by the Bishops, was elected to elder’s orders. 

L. H. Holsey, one of the bishops of the Colored Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in America, was introduced to the Conference, and 
made an address on the subject of the new building now in course 
of erection at Augusta, Ga., for the use of “ Paine Institute,” in the 
education of preachers and teachers of the Colored M. E. Church in 
America, to be called “ Haygood Memorial Hall.” and solicited aid 
in its completion. A collection was taken, and $d07 was raised 
in cash and subscriptions. 

R. N. Sledd, on behalf of the Raiidolph-Macon Institute, in Dan- 
ville, Va., extended to the Conference an invitation to visit the 
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institution to-morrow afternoon at half-past three o’clock ; and, on 
motion, the invitation was accepted. 

A. G. Brown, who during the year was by Bishop Duncan placed 
temporarily in charge of the Rappahannock District for the pur- 
pose of conducting the investigation of rumors affecting the charac- 
ter of M. S. Watts, reported that the committee of investigation had 
found a trial to be necessary, and appointed J. E. Deshazo to formu- 
late the charge and prosecute the same, and he delivered to the 
Secretary of the Conference the record of the investigation. And, 
thereupon, the Conference ordered that the President appoint a 
committee of nine to try the case. 

On motion, R. S. Baugh an was granted leave of absence for the 
remainder of the session after to-day, and he was allowed to deposit 
with the Secretary of the Conference a sealed ballot for delegates to 
the General Conference of 1898, to be cast whenever the election is 
held. 

And then the Conference adjourned.

W. W. Rovall offered a memorial on the subject of the Epworth 
League ; which was referred to the Committee on Memorials to 
General Conference. 

R. Ferguson offered a memorial on the subject of the salaries of 
the preachers ; which was referred to the Committee on Memorials 
to the General Conference. 

Minute Question 8, “ What traveling preachers are elected dea- 
cons?” was taken up, and the following members of the second 
year’s class passed in examination of character ; and having passed 
an approved examination on the course of study prescribed by the 
Bishops, were severally (with exception of L. T. Williams, H. F. B. 
Martin, Geo. E. B. Smith, John D. Hosier, P. IP Clements, who are 
already deacons), elected to the order of deacons : Charles E. Blank-

called, and Lloyd T. Williams, Charles E. Blankenship, H. F. B.

The Chair announced the following to compose the committee on 
Memorials to the General Conference : Geo. C. Vanderslice, W. E. 
Edwards, W. J. Young, James M. Anderson, Ernest Stevens, C. E. 
Vawter, M. A. Cogbill, R. A. Blackwell, Richard Irby, J. C. Parker. 

On motion of A. Coke Smith, it was ordered that the order of the 
day for to-morrow at eleven o’clock A. M. be the report of the Board 
of Education. 

A. G. Brown, from the Joint Board of Finance, reported the fol- 
lowing question of law arising in their business : “The Joint Board 
of Finance has received two financial and statistical reports, both as 
of the year ending November, 1897 ; one signed by ‘ H. C. Cheat- 
ham, pastor,’ and ‘ A. W. Eley, chairman Board of Stewards,’ and 
‘ Lee Britt, Secretary fourth quarterly conference,’ and the other 
signed by ‘Wilbur J. Kilby, Recording Steward’ ; both purporting 
to be the official report from Suffolk charge, Portsmouth District, of 
Virginia Conference.

James M. Williams, alternate, was substituted for Jas. Traver, 
lay delegate from the Danville district, who is absent. 

T..J. Taylor, from the Sunday-school Board, made report, which 
was read and adopted. (See Reports.) 

The Bishop reported the following answer to the question of law 
propounded by the Joint Board of Finance ; which, together with 
the question, was entered upon the Journal, viz : 

Question : “ When a Recording Steward removes, by certificate, from the Church 
in which he was elected to that office, and unites, by certificate, with another 
charge of our Church, does his tenure of office as Recording Steward cease, as to 
the charge from which he has removed ; or, does he hold office, notwithstanding 
the said removal, until the beginning of the next ensuing Conference year ? 

‘ £ (Signed) A. G. Brown, Chairman .” 

Answer: “The tenure of office of a Recording Steward ceases in a pastoral 
charge on his removal therefrom. His tenure of office ceases when his member- 
ship ceases. (Signed) O. P. Fitzgerald.” 

J. H. Amiss, R. Ferguson, George H. Ray, and C. E. Hobday, 
offered the following : 

“ Resolved, That the report of the Committee on Memorials to the General Con- 
ference be brought before this body and disposed of before delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference are elected.” 
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D. M. Pattie ottered the following as a substitute for the foregoing : 

“ Resolved , That the order of the day for this morning at 12 o’clock M., ghall be 
the election of delegates to the General Conference.” 

And, after discussion, the substitute prevailed.

Minute Question 15. “ What local preachers are ordained elders?” 

Answer. None 

The ordinations all took place in this city on yesterday, except 
that of R. S. Baughan, which occurred at the Bishop’s room, oil 
the evening of November 18th. 

Alex. G. Brown, from the Joint Board of Finance, made report 
on the subject of the publication of the Conference “ Minutes,” 
which, after discussion at length, was adopted ; and the same is as 
follows : 

On motion, it was ordered by the Board that the Treasurer pay to John 0. Moss 
ten dollars for his services in collecting money due for Conference Minutes at the 
present Conference session. 

On motion, it was ordered that in the future the money due for Conference 
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Minutes shall be placed in the envelope handed in to the Treasurer of the Board, 
and the amount paid in shall be indicated on the outside of the envelope. In case 
of the failure of any preacher to pay the amount due, the Treasurer shall give a 
list of the same to the Chairman of the Board, who shall read the same to the 
Conference. 

The Joint Board of Finance (through A. G. Brown, Chairman), 
reported the totals in the several districts of the collections for the 
present Conference year, which were read by the Treasurer. 

W. E. Edwards, from the Committee on Memorials to the Gen- 
eral Conference, made Report No. 1, which was read and considered 
by paragraphs. Pending its consideration, with Joseph H. Amiss 
on the floor, the order of the day was taken up at 12 M., being the 
election of delegates to the General Conference to meet in Baltimore, 
Md., May, 1898. 

The number of delegates to which the Virginia Conference is 
entitled, was reported to be six clerical and six lay. And the Chair 
appointed W. W. Royall and R. F. Gayle tellers to collect the votes 
of clerical members, and D. M. Pattie and J. C. Parker tellers to 
collect the votes of the lay members. The ballots being cast, the 
tellers retired, with S. S. Lambeth and B. F. Lipscomb (the latter of 
whom was elected Assistant Secretary for this purpose), to count the 
ballots in accordance with directions already given on this subject.

Minute Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was resumed, 
and J. E. Brooks, a local preacher of Eastern Shore District, and 
John T. Sewell, a local preacher of Petersburg District, were severally 
recommended by the District Conferences of those districts; and, 
having passed an approved examination on the course of study pre- 
scribed for such applicants, were severally admitted into the travel- 
ing connection on trial. 

Leave of absence after the present day’s session was, on motion, 
granted to W. H. Gregory and D. C. Dickinson. 

The tellers and Assistant Secretary Lambeth reported the result 
of the first ballot for lay representatives to the General Conference 
of 1898, as follows :

George H. Ray, from the Committee on Publishing Interests, 
reported an additional resolution, as follows : 

“ Resolved 2d, That the Bishop be requested to appoint Rev. George H. Wiley 
agent for the Richmond Christian Advocate for the ensuing Conference year.” 

This was, after discussion, rejected. 

J. W. Bledsoe, from the Church Extension Board of this Confer- 
ence, made report ; which was adopted. (See Reports.) 

J. L. Spencer, from the Committee on Temperance, made report : 
which was discussed and adopted. (See Reports.) 

And on motion, Richard Ferguson and F. M. Edwards were 
appointed to represent this Conference in the meeting of the “Ameri- 
can Anti-Saloon League/' in Columbus, Ohio, in January next.

REV. JACOB HENRY PROCTOR. 

BY REV. PAUL WHITEHEAD. 

Rev. Jacob Henry Proctor, the first of the members of Confer- 
ence to die during the present year, was a native of England, hav- 
ing been born near Holbeach, a village of Lincolnshire, in the year 
1834. 

His father was a farmer, a prominent member of the Wesleyan 
Methodist church, and superintendent of the Sunday school in his 
“society.” His mother dying while he was quite young, Brother 
Proctor was committed to the care of. an older sister, who with her 
husband removed to this country. With the consent of his father, 
the lad came along with them. He was then about twelve years of 
age, and had been religiously trained from his childhood, receiving 
special benefit, as he himself stated, from instruction in the Sunday 
school. 

In the course of that Divine Providence which “ shapes our ends/’ 
he came to Virginia; and in 1856 joined Clay-Street church, in 
Richmond, then under the pastoral care of George H. Ray. In the 
old chapel, where chiefly by the efforts and influence of James M. 
Taylor, this organization, now so strong and fruitful of good works, 
was founded, a Bible class was taught by Nestor H. Forbes which must 
have been remarkable, since out of its membership issued no less 
than four Methodist preachers; two of them, William G. Starr and 
Henry E. Johnson ; a third named Nicholson (who died in Tennes- 
see), and the fourth, Jacob H. Proctor. Johnson and Proctor joined 
the Virginia Conference at Elizabeth city, N. C., in November, 1857. 
At the end of his first year, young Proctor was discontinued that he 
might further pursue his studies, which he did at Lancaster C. H., 
in a school taught by John Moody, meanwhile serving as junior 
preacher on the Lancaster circuit under the presiding elder. In 
November, 1859, he was again received on trial at Lynchburg, Va., 
with the large class of that year, one of whom was destined to become 
a Bishop. His membership continued unbroken till death, though 
he was compelled by reason of ill-health to take a supernumerary 
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relation for several years (1869—1871), and later on to be superan- 
nuated for three years (1885—1888). During the greater part ot the 
thirty-seven years, from 1859 to 1896, he performed arduous and 
faithful labors in the Lord’s vineyard, mostly in charges on the 
south side of James River. 

In 1866, he was married to Mrs. Virginia Young, a daughter of 
Rev. R. B. Foster, a well known local preacher of our church in 
Dinwiddie. There were born to them four children, of whom the 
two sons are members of this Conference. Thus the mantle of the 
father has descended upon two of his children, who continue the 
proclamation of the glad tidings of salvation begun by their father 
forty years ago, and add the special consolation of like faithful ser- 
vice in that holy calling to those memories of their father’s godly 
life and earnest ministry which lie as a balm upon the bereaved 
hearts of their mother and sisters. God bless and encourage and 
richly endow the souls of the preaching sons of our preachers ; and 
may the glorious line of descent never cease among us ! 

Brother Proctor was a good preacher ; sound, clear, effective. He 
was industrious, prudent and gentle in administration, and his 
charges were usually prosperous and fruitful. Among the best years 
of his work were his last, in Bedford and Prospect. His memory 
will be cherished by hundreds who were indebted to his ministra- 
tions for their best spiritual help. Many were converted under his 
preaching, and the general interests of the Church received his fos- 
tering care and patient culture. From the heights of the Blue Ridge 
to the sands of the low country, voices break forth to call him blessed 
and keep green the memory of him who turned “many to right- 
eousness.” 

He was a quiet man, of natural reserve and few words ; rarely 
spoke of himself or the particulars of his by-gone life. By nature, 
high strung and sensitive, he cultivated a strong self-control ; but 
was confiding and fond of his friends, hospitable and free-hearted. 

At the last Conference, having during the year suffered a severe 
and prostrating attack of “grippe,” the consequences of which well- 
nigh disabled him, lie believed that his effective work was done, and 
therefore applied for a superannuated relation. After Conference, 
he made his home in Petersburg, rightly conjecturing that his end 
was nigh. There he received good medical attention and all the relief 
which the watching and devoted nursing of his family could give. 
His disease steadily progressed, and on the night of March 21, 1897 ^ 
near midnight, he was released from the languishing and pains of 
disease. He had borne his sufferings with complete patience, and 
through grace triumphed over death, rejoicing “ in hope of the glory 
of God.” Among his last words were these : “ Patience has had its 
perfect work.” “ Jesus Christ is the first and the last. He is every- 
thing to me.” Speaking of Heaven, he said, “ I should like to lie 
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there ; but it is not far off; will be there, after a little while, bless 
the Lord ! Just before he passed away, seeing his wife and chil- 
dren about his bedside, he said, “ Let us pray ! ” and presented, by 
name, each one to God for a special blessing ! 

He has left to his loved ones, to his church and brethren, the 
legacy of a good name. His body sleeps in the old cemetery at 
Petersburg, which contains the mortal part of so many holy men of 
( rod of our Conference ; where sleep Cowles, and Charlton, and 
Kerr, and Stanley, and Hall, and the Petersons. Blessed company 
in which to share the resurrection of the just !

The object of this paper is not to outline a biography, but to 
furnish a brief memoir ot a beloved minister of our own faith — an 
honored member of the Virginia Conference. 

During the month of November, 1831, Edward Marshall 
Peterson was born in the city of Petersburg, Va. At the age of 
fifteen, he gave his heart to his Saviour, and very soon thereafter 
received a call from God to preach the Gospel. 

Conscious that he was not quite ready to undertake the work, he 
entered Randolph A lacon College, where he hoped to obtain needful 
mental preparation, as well as spiritual tuition, in view of the ever- 
increasing demands of the Church upon an evangelical gospel 
ministry. 

In a little while, a practical difficulty interrupted the plans of 
the young student. He had been reared in a Christian home, but 
lie was born poor, and the death of his father not long after he 
attained his seventeenth year, seemed to extinguish the cherished 
hope of obtaining a collegiate education. This was an affliction, 
but it lasted only “a moment.” The dear Lord did not forsake his 
young servant. Just then, when the way appeared to be hopelessly 
dark, human friendship brought an offering to Jesus and laid it on 
the altar of Christian education. With a heart full of gratitude to 
God, Marshall Peterson returned to College and continued to prose- 
cute his studies with the eagerness of a miner in search of gold, 
until the time came to leave the school-room and go out into the 
great world. 

Special mention is made of this early trial of faith in the religious 
life of our departed brother, because it was a turning-point in a 
career which promised great usefulness in the service of God. The 
vigor ot his intellect and the power of his pen in after years, when 
engaged in the discussion of doctrinal points or plans to advance 
the moral culture of the Church, give great emphasis to the deter- 
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min at ion of that brave boy to be a man that he might carry the 
burden of a man, and reap the reward of a consecrated man of God 
at the end of his days on earth. 

He received license to preach while at College, and continued 
assiduouslv to combine his academic work during the week with 
pulpit practice every Sabbath, conscious all the while that the hand 
of the Lord was leading him along the way. 

In November, 1852, iie was received on trial in the Virginia Con- 
ference during the session ot that body in 1 rcdeiicksburg, and 
remained, until the close of his ministry in this world, a faithful 
Methodist preacher — true to God, true to his Church, and true to 
the best interests of the people whom he loved so well. 

His first appointment in 1852 was to Gosport station (now Wright- 
Memorial Church). In 1854, he was stationed in Manchester. The 
pastoral charges which were served by him from that time may be 
named in the following order: Edenton, 1855-6; Suffolk, 1857; 

( lay Street Chapel, Richmond, 1858-9 ; Winchester, I860 ; Lexing- 
ton, 1861 ; Appomattox, 1862; Suffolk, 1863; High Street, Peters- 
burg. 1864-5 ; Clay Street, Richmond, 1866-68 ; Gloucester Circuit, 
1869-70 ; Clay Street, Richmond, 1871-2 ; High Street, Petersburg, 
1873-4 ; Cumberland Street, Norfolk, 1875-6 ; Presiding Elder of the 
Farmville District, 1876-80 ; Suffolk, 1880-84 ; Mathews Circuit, 
1884-87; Manchester, 1887-90; Memorial, Lynchburg, 1891-93; 
Queen Street, Hampton, 1894-95; High Street, Petersburg, 1896. 

After taking charge of his last field of labor, his physical strength 
rapidly declined under the pressure of bodily affliction, and he noti- 
fied his people that he could no longer perform the work he was 
appointed to do. The reply of the official representatives of the 
Church conveyed to him and his family tenderest words of sympathy 
and love. With that generosity of soul which is characteristic of 
our great Methodist brotherhood, the membership of High Street 
Church assured their slowly-dying friend and pastor that the work 
would be provided for, and that no interest of the flock of God 
should suffer on account of his enforced inability to ser\ e it. W ith 
this burden lifted from his heart, he turned his thoughts to the 
event of his coming translation, and calmly looked for God’s mes- 
senger to lead him to the heavenly home. Lovingly nursed by his 
affectionate people and his sorrowing household, he lingered until 
April 3, 1897 ; and then quietly feel asleep in Jesus. 

An analysis of character is not called for in a brief memoir 
written to serve the purpose of our annual commemorative service. 
What a sainted servant of God has done during life is known to the 
Church, and we involuntarily think of the works that follow a con- 
secrated Christian minister as the more important part of his career 
on earth. Our absent brother was an earnest worker. Whether 
rrcwl 111 1*1 11 O' fl, church edifice, or building a new structure, 
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or visiting the membership, or devising plans for the future, he was 
never so happy as when fully occupied in keeping the vineyard of 
the Lord. He never watched the dial to see time fly. It was his 
chief joy to pick up the moments as diamonds dropped down from 
heaven, and then shape each one so that even the world might be 
taught that there is nothing on earth too little or too costly to be 
used in the service of the Master. 

There is one distinctive department of our denominational work 
to which our brother gave his ripest thought, and the full measure 
of his strength — I mean, our revival work. It is unnecessary to 
ask the customary question : “ How many unbelievers were brought 
into the Church under his ministry?” Those who knew him best 
will testify that his heart was literally tilled with a zeal for souls. 
Large revivals aided him greatly in building up the Kingdom of 
God. Wherever he was sent, the Saviour mapped out a work for 
him to do ; and his first day in heaven may have been spent in the 
company of hundreds who entered the “better country” because 
he led them to the Cross of Christ. He knew the meaning of 
spiritual anointing preparatory to pulpit work, and his noticeable 
efficiency in rallying the Church around the altar of prayer during 
a revival season, was the result of personal communion with God. 

He was so intensely conscientious that sometimes his conduct was 
misunderstood. He sought to know the truth, and always plead 
with God to reveal the right way before taking the first step along 
what seemed to him to be the path of duty ; but when his mind 
had been cautiously informed, and his judgment convinced that a 
certain phase of opinion or a selected line of work was right, noth- 
ing could dismay or drive him from his convictions. Whether en- 
gaged in debate on the Conference floor, or in the management of 
Church enterprise, he was surpassed by none in an exhibition of all- 
absorbing interest ; and his positiveness of statement may some- 
times have led those who did not know him to think that his 
nervous words and earnestness of delivery betokened uncharitable 
thoughts concealed behind the fervid language of the speaker. 
This, however, can have no part in a true estimate of the man. 
He was intensely conscientious. That explains it all. He could 
not surrender an inch or an atom of what he believed to be right ; 
and he carried that grand conscience with him up to the throne of 
God. Never did the official record of this Conference contain a 
name that will be more affectionately treasured in time to come 
than the name of Marshall Peterson. We all loved him, and the 
fragrance of his memory will linger long in the hearts of his 
brethren. 

As a preacher, he held high rank. His sermons evinced careful 
study. Few deceased clergymen of any denomination have ever 
left a better record of attention to pulpit work. He collected a vast 
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amount of material, and used it with a single eye to the gloiy of 
God. The children loved him. He frequently preached specially 
to them, lie did not spare his strength ; nor did he hold his best 
gifts in reservation for great occasions. It was his aim always to 
practice the doctrine ot God in the language of haul, when he 
counselled the Corinthians to be “ always abounding in the w T ork of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know* that your labor is not in vain in 

the Lord.’’ 

As a writer, he won an enviable reputation. He was a welcome 
contributor to our Church journals. Many minds have been in- 
structed and many hearts comforted during the past thirty years by 
those happily-expressed communications which came fiom his ready 
pen like streams of pure water from a fountain selected by the 
Divine will to be a benediction to the people of God. He was a 
valiant defender of the truth as he saw' it from the observation-point 
of distinctive denominational belief. Ao controversialist could 
have been more courteous than he ; and the Knights of the Quill, 
with whom he fought when doctrine met doctrine in bloodless com- 
bat. alike testify to the supremacy of his character as a Christian 
gentleman and an honest student of the meaning of the \\ ord of 

God. . . 

Many men, whose success in life has fairly entitled them to w ords 

of praise, lose control of personal conduct when borne aloft by the 
applause of the w T orld. They are either unequal to the mental ten- 
sion or they sadly lack indispensable humility of spirit; at any 
rate, they spoil the value of their work by manifesting the sinful 
sel f-compl acen c v of the Chaldean king in the midst of the Babylon 
he had built. It w'as not so with our sainted friend. The honors 
which were justly laid at his feet because of his loyalty to God, 
alwavs remained— at his feet. They never distempered Ins brain 
with a feverish sense of self-importance. In close company with his 
Divine Master, he illustrated the self-abasement of a disciple who is 
w illing to be a servant of servants. God only knows how' well lie 
served his brethren and the Church. This cannot be questioned, 
because a portion of every consecrated life is unseen by mortal eye. 
To his great soul God gave proof of the divine presence tor service 
and not for rapture. No wonder that his loftiest ambition w as, not 
to feast upon the adulation of the multitude, but to work for God 

until his weary flesh could work no longer. 

After nearly a half century of faithful service in the \ lrgima 
Conference, our beloved comrade met Death like a soldier w^ho has 
nothing to do but to strike his tent and follow the call of his com- 
mander. One day, during his last illness, he said to one of Ins 
children : “ Your father will soon be in heaven.” At another time 
he cheered his sorrowing wife with the w ords : “ No one on earth 
can help me now; but I am trusting all to my God. Just before 
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the spirit left the wornout body, lie awoke out of deep sleep and looked 
up as if in audience with his Father in heaven, and seemed to be 
thrilled with unearthy joy in view of his immediate departure. It 
is not strange that such a man should have faced the future with 
an all-conquering faith in God. When life reached the death-line, 
his happy soul found the intervening curtain drawn aside ; and in 
a moment he was at home with God and the sainted dead. 

Never again will we greet him when the roll is called at our an- 
nual gathering on earth ; but we may try to serve the same Saviour 
with his own self-consuming zeal, and, after death, renew the sweet 
friendship of other years in that land where God*s children meet to 
part no more. 



REV. CHARLES T. GIBBS.

Rev. Charles T. Gibbs, the son of Pascol W. and Mildred Gibbs, 
was born in Bedford couuty, Va., September 10, 1869, and died in 
Charles City county, Va., May 30, 1897. He was the child of highly 
honorable and Christian parents, and was early converted to God, 
joining Mt. Olivet Methodist Episcopal Church, South, Bedford 
county, Va. At this stage of his religious experience he felt moved 
by the Holy Spirit to preach the unsearchable riches of Jesus Christ, 
but lie felt that he was not yet prepared for so great a work. 

He labored hard on the farm and practiced economy, that he 
might accumulate the necessary amount to better prepare him for 
the great work to which the Holy Spirit had called him. 

At length, in the year 1890, lie obeved the heavenly call • was 
licensed by the Quarterly Conference of Middle Bedford Circuit, and 
began to serve his Master in the capacity of a local preacher. In the 
meantime he sought better preparation for the ministrv. 

In 1892, he entered Randolph-Macon Academy, Bedford Citv, 
\ a., and remained there for two sessions. 

In November, 1894, in the city of Charlottesville, Va., he was 
received on probation in the Virginia Annual Conference, and was 
sent to Staunton River mission. 

At the Conference which met in the city of Richmond in Novem- 
ber, 1895, he was ordained a local deacon by Bishop Chas. B. Gal- 
loway, and again sent to take charge of Staunton River mission. 

At the close of his probation, in the fall of 1896, he was admitted 
into full connection of the Conference, and sent to Charles City mis- 
sion. It was here, on May 30, 1897, that the death angel entered 
his chamber and carried his spirit to the regions beyond. 

His course was comet-like — brief and brilliant. Had he lived to 
tins session of the Conference he would have completed his third 
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year in the itinerant rank. He was a pious, zealous and promising 
young preacher. He was a most diligent and taithful pastoi, and 
a hard, self-sacrificing worker. In his social intercourse he displayed 
such tender sympathy and sweetness of spirit as to win the love and 
admiration of those whom he served. He fought the battle of life 
bravely, and fell at his post with faith’s victorious flag floating 

peaceful Iv over him. . 

His funeral service was conducted at the residence of Ins parents, 
in Bedford county, \ a., by Rev. S. S. Lambeth, D. IX, and his 
remains were interred in the family cemetery, there to await the 
summons of the resurrection trumpet.

Rev. Hezekiah Philip Mitchell was born in Essex county, Ya., 
January 1st, 18*27. 

His father, Richard H. Mitchell, was a local minister m the Meth- 
odist Church in that county. 

He received as good an education as the county afloided, and, 
well equipped, entered Randolph-Macon College, taking a full coin so 
and standing well in all his classes, but failing health prevented 
graduation. After leaving College, he continued his intellectual 
training, including two modern languages not in the curriculum. 

He taught three years as principal of a large academy ; then law 
engaged his studious attention for tv T o years, but just before enter- 
ing that profession he heard the “ call from on high,” to enter the 
ministry, and was not disobedient to the u heavenly calling, and 
his success in the work indicated that he did wiselv in obeving - 
for many stars will adorn his crown in the day when the Lord 
comes to make up his jewels and reward his faithful servants. 

His charges w T ere Powhatan circuit, Prince George circuit, Cul- 
peper circuit, Lexington circuit, Centenary, Lynchburg, two years, 
during the war on his farm and pastor of King and Queen circuit 
four years, Middlesex circuit tv T o years, Smithfield four years, Lynn 
Street, Danville, two years, Central, Portsmouth, two years, C nar- 
lottesville two years, again at Central, Portsmouth, Hampton, Lib- 
erty four years, Cambridge, Md., four years, where he succeeded m 
raising a great debt that had imperilled the very existence of South- 
ern Methodism in that city, St. James, Richmond, one yeai, and 
Culpeper, where, in his fourth year, he closed his earthl\ mmistiy 

to enter into the eternal rest of heaven. . 

The death of any one, if the climax of a devoted Christian hie, 
is always illumined with the rays of the Sun of Righteousness, as 
the highest peaks are the first to catch the rays of the rising sun. 
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Death came to him very suddenly, May 31, 1897, but the end was 
peaceful and without a struggle. The day before (Sunday) he preached 
twice with great power and fervor — the first at Culpeper, the second 
a Commencement sermon at Gordonsville before the pupils of the 
Central Female Institute, of which Rev. Jno. T. Payne is President, 
and a large and deeply interested and attentive congregation. This 
is said to have been a splendid effort, full of burning eloquence. 

Returning home on Monday, he was cheerful, and seemingly im- 
proved in health ; lie retired early, but during the evening ‘had con- 
versed with his wife about the proposed division of the Conference 
and other subjects close to his heart. His devoted wife, soon after 
retiring, heard him breathing in an unusual manner, and when she 
called lie did not answer ; hastily arising and securing a light, she 
returned to find that his spirit had fled to the abode of the blessed ; 
she realized that for him — 



“ Yes, the Christian’s course is run. 

Ended is the glorious strife; 

Fought the fight, the work is done. 

Death is swallowed up of life.” 

the warrior slept, but arms and armor were by his side. 

If a man’s worth should be measured by his stature, he would 
have been among the great, for he was of tall and commanding 
presence, and is said in person greatly to have resembled the great 
warrior, statesman, and President, Andrew Jackson. 

If measured by the mind, his was of a high order of talent, that 
had been carefully trained and well-stored with great truths, thor- 
oughly assimilated, and thus made his own. 

His sermons were carefully and prayerfully prepared, even fre- 
quently ornate, and at times he arose to a height of eloquence that 
captivated his hearers ; but the truth was not lost sight of in a mass 
of flowers of rhetoric or the mere graces of oratorv, but more deeplv 
impressed thereby. 

l>ut the Christian standard is the true one ; and he having been 
happily converted when seventeen years of age, under the ministry 
of that sainted man of God, Gervas M. Keesee, continued to grow 
in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, 
The hours spent in communion with the dear Lord brought him 
into such intimate association with Him that he was taken up on 
the Mount, where, like Moses, he held sweet communion with Him. 
and God made glorious revelations to the soul that there lingered 
m seclusion, while the people and plans of the world were below ; 
but He also took him down into the valley and caused him to pass' 
not through the fire of Molech, but the refining fire of great afflic- 
tion, to burn out the dross and leave the purified soul like the re- 
fined silver that reflected the image of the purifier ; and the gold 
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that bore the mark of the assay of heaven. Thence he was heav- 
enly minded, and all saw that lie had been with Jesus, who stood 

bv him in the fire. . 

lie was happily married to Miss Bettie B. ltd wards, sister of Kev. 
F. M. Edwards, of the Virginia Conference, and their home was 
blessed with a dear daughter, whose death, as she was blooming into 
womanhood, tested their faith ; and while they were sustained by 
the grace of God, it left its chastening impress on their souls, and 
drew them closer to God. 



REV THOMAS P. WISE. 

BY REV. PAUL WHITEHEAD. 

Of the preachers who have died this year, the first and the last 
to lay down their burdens were the superannuates. On the lltli 
day of June, 1897, in Richmond city, Virginia, Rev. Thomas P. 
Wise passed from time into the eternal state. 

He had been a member of the Conference for thirty-four years, 
save for a single year, when he felt obliged to locate. He was, how- 
ever, promptly re-admitted, and, with fluctuations of health and 
consequent changes of relation, continued in the work until the 
year 1892, when he became permanently superannuated. He was 
born in Northampton county, Va., October 13, 1833 ; his parents’ 
names were Major and Margaret Wise. In his infancy, the\ le- 
moved to Norfolk county, Va., where he was brought up, and where, 
in early youth, he became an orphan. His youth and earlv man 
hood were thenceforward a trying struggle with adversity. In pov- 
ertv, without education and without influential friends, he made 
his painful way in life. But the spirit of all grace led him to the Lord 
Jesus at length — to the Consoler of all sorrows, the Reliever of all 
distresses, the Giver of rest, and the Inspirer of hope. With the 
conquering power of the new life in his soul, he impioved his^ 
mental training and furnishing by private study, applied himself 
with diligence to the understanding of the Holy Scriptures, and 
soon felt persuaded that he was called of God to the ministry of 

The Civil War had come on, and things looked dark all over the 
Commonwealth, and in no part of the State darker than in his na- 
tive tidewater region. But he, nevertheless, entered the itinerancy 
at the Conference held in Richmond in November, 1868, and during 
the eventful years that followed, labored faithfully, taking hold 
with renewed'hope and fervor in the time which succeeded the res- 
toration of peace. He had then married, choosing as his partner in 
life Miss Odell, of New Kent county, Va., a true-hearted and de- 
voted wife, whose study it was, from first to last, to aid him in his 
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work and cheer and brighten the days of depression and discour- 
agement which inevitably come. 

hi the course of his life as a Methodist preacher, his lot fell largely 
in the low country, and his health was seriously impaired , he was 
several times forced to rest, and, as already said, once to locate. But 
his heart was in the “ loved employ ” of preaching. About fourteen 
or fifteen years ago, he began a renewal of work in suburban charges, 
being unable to stand the travel required on circuits. He had no 
ambition to fill conspicuous or lucrative places ; was willing to labor 
in poor and obscure - communities. Among the enduring monu- 
ments of his fidelity and good judgment at this period, is the Denny 
Street Church, in the suburb of Fulton, at Richmond. This was 
erected during his pastorate of that charge, on a plan projected by 
him and carried out by his persevering purpose. The building of 
that house saved our work in that suburb , now so prosperous and 
hopeful. 

After he was placed on the superannuated list in 1892, he endeav- 
ored for some years to support himself by teaching a school ; but 
after a severe attack of illness, from which he rallied with much 
difficulty, he began to give signs of permanent decline. Within 
six months previous to his death, his condition of health became a 
matter of much anxiety to his family. He had fixed his residence 
within the bounds of the West Richmond District, where he responded 
to the occasional calls he received to preach the Gospel, and mean- 
while attended with such regularity as his health permitted, and 
with much pleasure, the services held by our ministers within his 
reach. 

About the first of June, he lost appetite and power of digestion, 
and was soon prostrated. He had the prescriptions of skillful phy- 
sicians and the tenderest attention of his family and friends. Every- 
thing was done that seemed possible to stimulate and rouse the 
flagging powers of life, but he rose no more, and sank steadily. 
The discipline of suffering and affliction which had borne such fruit, 
that he had himself remarked, in our Preachers’ Meeting, at one of 
his last appearances there, “ 1 believe that I am growing in grace” 
now displayed its full effect for good. Patiently and in perfect 
peace, with full appreciation of all that was done for him, and in 
full consciousness of his situation, how near he was to eternity, he 
waited his Saviour’s summons, saying to the writer, in answer to 
inquiry : “All is clear; there is no dimness even on that pane.” 
“ With open face, beholding as in a glass the glory of the Lord,” he 
passed serenely the lonely hours, while his chariot wheels were 
dragging more and more heavily. Solicitious for the feelings of his 
beloved wife and affectionate son (was there ever a son that loved 
his father more?) he would not consent that they should remain in 
his dying chamber to witness his last hours. On Friday, the lltli 
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day of June, 1897, be became unconscious, and at 7 o’clock P. M. 
entered into rest. 

His funeral was conducted at Park Place Church on the afternoon 
of Sunday, June 13th, by the pastor, Dr. Potts, assisted by Drs. 
Brown and Whitehead, who read the burial service at Hollywood. 
In that beautiful place, where rest the bodies of great preachers of 
our denomination, to whom he had listened with delight — Smith 
and Doggett, Lee, Duncan, Edwards, Langhorne and Bennett — liis 
dust is in charge of his Lord, in whose “sight' the “death of His 
saints” is “precious.” 

Brother Wise was a preacher of good abilities, able rightly to 
divide the word of truth. He was clear in treatment, plain and 
lucid in style, of a grave and earnest spirit. He held tenaciously 
all the doctrines of Christianity, and was a genuine Methodist, 
without leaning towards bigotry or sectarian narrowness. He was a 
sincere lover of all good men. The trials of his latter years — some- 
times very lacerating to his feelings — did not turn him from his 
Saviour or his brethren, but were, through prayer and patience, 
sanctified to the elevation of his soul completely above all worries 
and vexations. The serene height of that blessed frame was most 
strikingly manifest as he lay weak and helpless, without hope of 
recovery or thought of anything as to himself but waiting for his 
change. In this respect, may our “ last end be indeed “ like his.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

There is, perhaps, no cause to which our Church stands more distinctly pledged 
than to that of Christian education. Our Conference has, year after year, put itself 
on record in this matter by unanimous consent to resolutions of no uncertain sound 
— resolutions urging our people to put their children under the care of Methodist 
schools, where they may be not only instructed in all that pertains to liberal edu- 
cation, but grounded in the tenets of our Christian faith, impressed with the su- 
preme importance and value of Christian integrity, and developed in all the Chris- 
tian graces. 

As an evidence of the genuineness of its convictions, it has established its schools 
It has equipped them well and thoroughly, and has manned them with officers 
eminently well qualified to do the work intended. To day, these schools, with all 
their facilities, with all the attractions that labor and thought and money have 
been able to supply, backed by our resolutions, echoing and re-echoing them, are 
bidding for patronage; yet are not full. Brethren, why is this? Your Board has 
asked this question time and again. Seeking an answer, it has received answers 
themselves interrogatories. 1. Some say that we cannot compete with the State. 
2. Others say that our prices are too high. 3. Others still say that there is a lack 
of loyalty to our institutions on the part of our people, both among those who 
should be patrons and among those who should be advocates. Your Board begs 
leave to touch briefly on these three points : 

1. We cannot be indifferent to the fact that the secularization of education, 
which has already been accomplished in the newer States of the West, threatens 
to destroy the work which we have so laboriously organized and hitherto main- 
tained ; and if we are to maintain what we have created, we must give more dili- 
gent attention to its needs. We must keep abreast of the times. Keeping abreast 
of the times appears to mean that we must offer facilities equal to those of State 
institutions at a cost certainly not much greater. 

2. How can this be done? There is but one answer. We must free our institu- 
tions from debt and increase their endowments We may argue that we are not 
doing cheap work; that we do not wish to compete with cheap schools; that our 
“ goods are extra quality,” and worth the price ; but, brethren, what is the good of 
argument unless it convinces? Do we wish to make money, or to make men? Do 
we wish to coin dollars, or to com character and stamp it with the imprint of eter- 
nity ? If we wish the latter, we must have the boys and the girls ; and to have 
them, we must make our facilities accessible to them by bringing the cost within 
their means. 

3. This can be done only through the loyalty of our people. That it has not 
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been done is sufficient suggestion of a lack of loyalty. All that has been done has 
been done by a very few. The great heart ©f our people has not been touched ; 
the conscience has not been aroused ; the body has not been moved. 

Your Board does not believe that the fault is constitutional, that the people are 
too avaricious, or too narrow, or too devoid of Christian spirit, to put these institu- 
tions upon an enduring basis of success; but that this lack of loyalty and interest 
is due to a lack of information and a lack of realization of our real needs, of the 
dangers that threaten us, and of the real importance of educating under Christian 
influences. Is there a remedy for this? We think so. May we not suggest that 
the preachers and laymen of this Conference can remedy it? Let each member of 
this bcdy take this matter upon his heart and conscience. Let him catch the fire 
of enthusiasm and spread it. Let our preachers prayerfully and faithfully study 
the question of education, and with a deep conviction of the truth, show our peo- 
ple their duty in this matter. Let them advertise our schools by speaking well of 
them everywhere, by assisting the officers in the spreading of information concern- 
ing them, by encouraging our people to liberality, paving the way for success when 
direct effort shall be made to perfect the work so well and auspiciously begun. 

We should feel no hesitancy in doing this. Under the blessing of God, we have 
a system of schools that no Conference could feel ashamed of, and that every mem- 
ber of our Conference should be proud to speak of. The example we have set has 
already been followed by the Missouri Conference, and w T ill be followed by others. 

Randolph Macon College, at Ashland, Va., stands to-day as high as any college 
in the South. Her merit has been attested by the great universities of America 
and Europe. She offers to young men advanced courses in all the branches of lib- 
eral education under influences that cannot fail to help and stimulate them to high 
and noble aims in life. 

Randolpli-Macon Woman’s College, at Lynchburg, offers similar advantages to 
young ladies, who are not slow to recognize them. Two hundred students, hard at 
work there to-day, bear testimony to this fact. 

Randolph-Macon Academies, at Bedford City and Front Royal, are fully equipped 
to take care of younger boys, and are doing a work that patrons, almost without 
exception, commend in the most extravagant terms. 

Randolph-Macon Institute, at Danville, and the Blackstone Institute, at Black- 
stone, are doing a similar work for younger girls. 

These institutions are ours. They are the property of the Church. Every mem- 
ber of the Methodist Church in the Virginia Conference is, in a certain sense, a 
shareholder in them, and should rally to the support of one or another of them. 

Your Board takes pleasure also in recommending to our people the following 
schools for young ladies, all which, though not the property of our Church, are 
run under its auspices, and are doing, as their respective Boards of Visitors testify, 
a valuable work in Christian education : 

Suffolk College, Suffolk, Va.— Miss S A. Finney, Principal. 

Southern Female College, Petersburg, Va.— A. K. Davis, A. M., Principal. 
Southern Seminary and Conservatory of Music, Bowling Green, Va. — Rev. E. H. 
Rowe, Principal. 

We are sorry to report that the District and Local Boards have not done very 
effective work. This is, perhaps, due to a lack of wise direction and supervision. 
We therefore earnestly request our Presiding Elders to see that the District Boards 
are properly manned and organized, and our pastors to exercise similar care with 
respect to the Local Boards. Some good work has been done. The Eastern Shore

and the Norfolk Boards have been active, and we believe that, with proper care,, 
the others will do equally as well. 

Your Board has received the third annual report of the General Board of Edu- 
cation, together with various tracts on educational subjects pertinent to the prob- 
lems of the day and from experienced sources. These all indicate the increased 
activity and usefulness of this Board, and give promise of large results to our edu- 
cational work in the future. The valuable statistical tables, the most complete 



ever furnished the Church, are full of suggestive facts. This great effort to organ- 
ize and systematize our educational work we deem of especial importance at this 
time, when the Church has to stand firm in defence of its educational work. 

Under the instructions of the General Conference, the educational work of the 
colored people has been placed under the care of the General Board, and the Sec- 
retary is now pressing the movement for the erection of the Haygood Memorial 
Hall, at Paine Institute, with prospects of early and complete success. 

We offer for adoption the following resolutions : 

1. That our pastors select some Sunday in the spring for preaching the annual 
sermon on education ; and that, if proper, on this Sunday, the annual collection 
for education be taken ; and we advise further that, wherever practicable, educa- 
tional mass-meetings be held, at which the general subject of Christian education,, 
and especially the interests of our own Church schools, be brought before our 
people. 

2. That the presiding Bishop be, and is hereby, requested to re-appoint Rev. W. 
F. Tillett, D. D., Professor in Vanderbilt University, and Rev. James Cannon, Jr., 
President of Blackstone Female Institute; and to appoint Rev. John T. Payne 
President of Central Female Institute, Gordonsville, Va.; and Rev. E. H. Rowe, 
President of the Southern Seminary and Conservatory of Music, Bowling Green, 
Va.; and Rev. J. H. Moss, Professor in Emory & Henry College; and Rev. R. M. 
Saunders, Chaplain at Randolph Macon Woman’s College. 

3. That the Joint Board of Finance be requested to apportion to the several dis- 
tricts $3,500 for the benefit of Randolph-Macon College, and $564 for the uses of 
the General Board, and $200 for Paine and Lane Institutes — the whole sum of 
$4,264 to be pro rated.

COLPORTAGE. 

The Board of Col portage begs leave to submit its annual report, as follows : 

The subject of colportage opens up a broad field for thought and activity. It is 
wonderfully suggestive of opportunities that may, and should be, used to the glory 
of the Master in turning men “ from darkness to light, and from the power of 
Satan unto God,” by means of the printed page. ’ Without controversy there is 
scarcely a more important work in the whole world than the dissemination of reli- 
gious literature. The amount of good done by the agency of good books and peri- 
odicals cannot now be estimated, but must be left to eternity to make the revela- 
tion. 

We have endeavored to give the matter of colportage our deliberate and earnest 
consideration, taking great care not to lose sight of anything which we believe per- 
tains to the betterment and enlargement of the enterprise in our midst. We very 
much regret that the achievements of the Board have not been greater in this field 
of Christian usefulness, but, conscious of the inadequacy of our means, we feel 
deeply thankful for what has been accomplished ; and take courage because, under 
the good management of our superintendent, the work continues to move forward 
with healthful vigor. Dr. Brow’n came before the Board and gave us free and full

Dear Brethren, — Your committee made a visit to the Depository, at Ashland, 
Va., on the 28th of last September, and after an examination of the books, papers, 
etc., of the business, we find that Dr. Brown is still doing a valuable work for the 
Church. His energetic business methods have considerably extended the field for 
the dissemination of religious literature among our people ; and, if for no other rea- 
son, surely for his work’s sake, he should have the hearty support of the Church.

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To the Colportage Board Virginia Conference M. F Church , South, Danville , Va: 

Dear Brethren, — We are now closing the most successful year of the colportage 
work in the Virginia Conference. The blessing of God upon our limited meana 
and instrumentalities has enabled us to sell and disseminate this year $9,060.00 
worth of Bibles and religious books, periodicals, tracts, catechisms, Sunday-school 
libraries, and requisites generally, church registers, records of Church Conferences, 
Quarterly Conferences, Ep worth Leagues, etc. 

Encouraging Increase. 

While this measure of success falls far short of the possibilities of our great work, 
yet it gives inestimable proof of increasing usefulness, and shows improvement of 
9 per cent, over last year’s business. Let us, therefore, '‘Thank God, and take- 
courage.’ ’ 

Cash Payments. 

We have remitted to Messrs. Barbee & Smith, our General Book agents, at 
Nashville, Tenn., in monthly installments, the sum of $5,375.85, and to other 
houses, for books not of our publication, $353.16. Total, $5,729.01, averaging $477.4L 
per month, an increase in cash payments of $878.49, which is 18 per cent. Cash 
payments, to which we have steadily adhered, notwithstanding the unrelenting stringency 
of the times, has made it possible to purchase stock at bottom prices. Better still, it. 
has kept us free from debt — a blessed freedom 1 

Profits of this Business. 

The gross profits of the year foot up $3,330.66, of which $822.60 was applied to our 
general expense account ; $1,963.06 to commissions and discounts allowed colport- 
ers and customers generally ; leaving a net balance of $545, which belongs to your 
General Superintendent, as per agreement, and is actively employed by him in his 
efforts to push forward the business of the Board. 

Expenses Itemized. 

The utmost care and economy is required to keep down our General Expense 
account, aggregating, as above, $822.60. Its items are as follows : Clerical services,. 
$300; interest and discounts, $120 ; stationery and postage, $150 ; advertising and 
printing, $55.60; rent, $50; porterage and drayage, $25; insurance, $20; freight 
and express charges, $75 ; traveling expenses, $27. Total, $822.60. 

Self-Support. 

Our plan of colportage, as you know, is based upon the principle of self-support. 
No assessments are made for this important work. No collections are solicited or 
lifted to supplement our cash receipts. Not a donation of money, or of Bibles, books, 
tracts, etc., have we received. Neither have the officers of the Board, nor the col- 
porters they employ, received promise of specific compensation for their services, 
but in every case compensation is conditioned on efficiency and success in the w r ork.. 
These facts, which differentiate and distinguish our plan of colportage from all 
others, constitute its glory and its peril. We have found it necessary, therefore, to 
adopt a liberal schedule of commissions on sales for the benefit of those who do 
colportage work, and at the same time to extend to all our preachers, churches and 
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Sunday schools the same discounts allowed by Messrs. Barbee & Smith in the 
books and periodicals of our Publishing House. This we have ever done ; and shall 
ever do, in all cases ! « 

The Conference Depository. 

Our Conference Depository, at Ashland, Va., established by the Conference and 
for the Conference, is a vital and essential feature in our system of colportage. It 
transports the publications of our House, at Nashville, Tenn., to a central and 
accessible locality in our State, at its own cost, and charges nothing for boxing, pack- 
ing. , drayage, etc. By this arrangement our colporters and patrons save both time 
and money, supplying themselves cheaply and quickly, with the standard books and 
periodicals of our House, at Nashville. And while a valuable convenience to our 
preachers and people, our Depository is of great utility to our House at Nashville ; 
for it sells, almost exclusively, their publications, at their own prices, gets only such 
discounts as the House may be willing to grant; and guarantees, in all cases, the payment 
■of every order sent them through its agency. 

The Capital Required. 

TBut for obvious reasons, the stead ily-growdng business of our Conference Depos- 
4tory cannot be pleasantly and successfully conducted on less than a capital of 
$5,000. 

(1st) Because to ensure dispatch in filling orders, the Depository must have a 
full and varied stock of goods, ranging in value from $2,000 to $3,000 always on 
hand 

(2d.) Because our colporters and patrons often require indulgence ; and for their 
accommodation the Depository must carry a line of credits of from $1,500 to 
$2,500. As far as possible, the Depository should do a cash business ; but it could 
not demand cash in all cases without loss of trade, and, w T hat is worse, without loss 
•of many best opportunities to do a good w'ork for the Church and for the souls of 
linen. 

(3d.) Because the credit of the Depository, which should never be less than 
first-class, demands it; and the favorable opportunities, occurring from time to time, 
to use a ready cash capital advantageously, make it almost essential to large and 
permanent success. 

Under my administration, this need has been supplied by a free use of my per- 
sonal credit and private means. 

Men for the Work. 

In my report of November, 1895, you were informed that tw T enty-two colporters 
had l een employed in our work, of whom three had died at their posts of duty, 
and fifteen had grown weary, dropped out, or been discontinued, leaving only three 
then in the field. Since then we have found it more and more difficult to secure 
suitable men for the work, and quite recently our colporter in the Lynchburg dis- 
trict has felt constrained to resign his commission and retire from that wide and 
inviting field of usefulness. Nevertheless, having done what w’e could, the issue 
is with God. In the future, as in the past, the work of colportage may be most suc- 
cessfully accomplished through the normal agencies of Methodism, chief of which is 
our itinerant ministry, aided by the Epwmrth League, the Sunday schools, and the 
benevolent societies, with here and there an elect lady and a consecrated man, hav- 
ing “ a mind for the work.” New and fruitful fields of Christian endeavor will 
‘Open to them ; their talents and graces will find pleasant and healthful exercise ; 
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and the educative effect and spiritual uplift thus secured will bring us “ showers of 
blessings ,” whose exact value cannot be expressed in figures , and whose net results can- 
not be tabulated this side of eternity !

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

The Sunday-School Board offers the following report : 

We are glad to note that from year to year there has been a steady and healthy 
increase in the number of our Sunday-schools, officers, teachers, and scholars ; and 
also a deepening interest in studying and teaching the Word of God. This pre- 
eminently important work should grow until every Church member is in some way 
connected with the Sunday-school work, and studying the Sunday-school lessons. 
We cannot state the number of scholars converted this present year; but our Con- 
ference Annual shows that 3,288 of our Sunday-school pupils were led to Christ 
last year. This marked blessing of the Holy Spirit on our labors should encourage 
us to look and pray for the time when all our Sunday-school scholars shall love 
the Lord. 

The increased interest in this work and its efficiency is in a measure due, we 
think, to improvement in our Sunday-school literature. The periodicals edited 
by Rev. James Atkins, D. D., and sent out by our Publishing House are better 
adapted to our wants than any other, and should not be substituted by any. It is 
true that complaint has been made that the lessons prepared for the primary 
department need to be made simpler to meet the necessities of the infant mind, 
and this we urge upon our editor. However, the quarterlies and magazines and 
our Sunday-School Visitor have great merit, and are equal to the best publications 
of their class. 

We call attention to the “ Home Department ” which, though recently intro- 
duced, is becoming popular, it is claimed, because it meets a long felt want. It is 
a department of the Sunday-school intended to secure regular and careful study o 
the Sunday-school lessons at their homes by persons who cannot attend its ses- 
sions. We recommend that our Sunday school workers examine this plan, and, 
where practicable, introduce it in their Sunday school work. 

We have reason to believe that the “ Children’s Day ” is growing in favor with 
our people, and that the money collected on these occasions and distributed by 
this Board among destitute schools has accomplished great good. The Treasurer’s 
report shows that eighty eight Sunday-schools were aided during the present year. 

The following plan has been adopted by the Board for the distribution of its 
funds : 
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1. There shall be an Executive Committee, consisting of three members from 
the Board, of whom the chairman shall be one, to whom all applications for aid 
shall be made. 

2. The chairman shall publish in the Richmond Christian Advocate notice when 
the committee is ready to receive applications for aid. 

3. The chairman shall have blank forms prepared, with the following ques- 
tions : (1) Name of district ; (2) Name of charge ; (3) Is it a new T school? (4) Name 
of school ; (5) How many scholars may you reasonably expect? (6) Is it strictly a 
Methodist school ? (7) Have they been using our Methodist literature? (8) Will 
you use our Methodist literature? (9) Give, as nearly as you can, the needed num- 
bers of (1) Magazines, (2) Senior Quarterlies, (3) Intermediates, (4) Lesson Papers, 
(5) Our Little People, (6) Sunday-school Visitors, (7) Catechisms, (8) Young Peo- 
ple’s Hymnal or other singing books, (9) Library books, (10) Other Sunday- 
school supplies, (11) Total amount needed, (12) Do you propose having a Chil- 
dren’s Day service this Conference year? 

4. The application must be signed by the Superintendent, if there be one, and 
endorsed by the preacher or presiding elder in charge of the work where the school 
is located. Let the application be forwarded to the chairman. 

5. The chairman shall call a meeting of the committee at some suitable place, 
when the applications shall be considered. 

6. The first distribution of funds shall be made before the 1st of March. 

7. Drafts for the several sums given the schools, signed by the chairman, shall 
be made upon the Treasurer of the Board, who shall, on receipt of same, pay the 
amount to the party mentioned in said draft. 

Your Board recommends the adoption of the following resolutions : 

1. That we urge upon our pastors and people the importance of using our own 
literature in our schools. 

2. That we stress the necessity of holding Children’s Day services in each pas- 
toral charge, as ordered by the General Conference. 

3. That we recommend the organization of a “ Teachers’ Meeting ” in every 
school where it may seem practicable.

MEMORIALS TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 



We, the Virginia Annual Conference, in session at Danville, Va., respectfully 
memorialize the General Conference to assemble in Baltimore, May, 1898, to make 
the following changes in and additions to our Discipline and Ritual’: 



1. That such legislation be enacted as will authorize unordained preachers, when 

serving as preachers in charge, to administer the sacraments and solemnize the 
rites of matrimony. 

2. That the Discipline of our church be so changed as to bring the Epworth 
^eague more fully into touch with the general machinery of the church, as follows : 

(1) . In Paragraph 77, in answer to the question, “ Who shall compose the Quar- 
terly Conference?” add after the words “ Secretaries of Church Conferences,” 
the words, “ Presidents of the Epworth Leagues,” so that they may be recog- 
nized as belonging to the body. 

(2) . Add to the question now asked in the Quarterly Conference the follow- 
ing : Question— u Who are confirmed as presidents of the Epworth Leagues ?” 

3. That paragraph 105 be so changed as to read : “ To see that the Districts be 
formed according to his judgment.” 

4. To change paragraph 100 so that it shall read as follows : Provided, that he 

shall not allow any elder to preside in the same district more than four years suc- 
cessively, nor shall any preacher hold the office of Presiding Elder more than ei<ffit 
years successively. “ 

5. To change the Burial Service of our Church in the following particulars: 



(1). On page 218 , 1 443, let these words be inserted— namely : “ Or some othe 
suitable portion of the Holy Scriptures,” so that the sentence referred t

shall read thus : “ After they come into the church or house shall be read 
Psalm 90, or some other suitable portion of the Holy Scriptures.” 

(2) . Let the same words be inserted on page 220, so that the sentence referred 
to shall read thus : “ Then shall follow the lesson 1 Cor. 15, 20-58, or some 
other suitable portion of the Holy Scriptures.” 

(3) . On page 224 let the following prayer, and the caption thereof, be inserted 
between the Lord’s Prayer and the collect. “Then the minister shall say one 
or both of the following prayers, at his discretion: Almighty God, with 
whom do live the spirits of those who depart hence in the Lord, and with 
with whom the souls of the faithful, after they are delivered from the burden 
of the flesh, are in joy and felicity ; we give thee hearty thanks for the good 
examples of all those thy servants, who, having finished their course in 
faith, do now rest from their labors. And we beseech thee, that we, with 
all those who are departed in the true faith of thy holy Name, may have 
our perfect consummation and bliss, both in body and soul, in thy eternal 
and everlasting glory ; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

6. To add a chapter to the Discipline immediately following the chapter on Tem- 
perance, which chapter shall read as follows : 

Worldliness. 

Question. “ What shall be done to prevent the spread of worldliness among our 
churches, especially in its most open forms ? ’ 

Answer 1. Let all our preachers and members faithfully observe our General 
Rules, which forbid “ softness or needless self-indulgence, and the taking such 
diversions as cannot be taken in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

Answer 2. When any of our members engage in dancing, card playing, or horse 
racing, or attend upon theatres, circuses, dances, or horse races, or join social clubs 
which furnish intoxicating liquors for the members, the pastor shall give private 
reproof to the offender. If there be any acknowledgment of the fault, and promise 
of amendment, the person may be borne with, otherwise the preacher must take 
with him two or three faithful friends, who shall labor to bring the offender to 
proper repentance ) but if he will not hear them, and there be no sign of amend- 
ment, the offender must be dealt with as in case of immorality. 

7. To give the town of Fredericksburg to the Virginia Conference, and thus 
straighten the boundaries of this Conference. 

8. To make such changes in the Discipline as are indicated in the accompanying 
p a p er — i e wj all of it except the portions stricken out.

The paper referred to in paragraph 8 of the above report is as follows : 

To the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to be held at Balti- 
more, Md., on the day of May , 1898 : 

Dear Fathers and Brothers,— The last General Conference of our Church having 
taken from our Quarterly Conference the right to license local preachers, and hav- 
ing conferred that right upon our District Conference, further legislation, in order 
to harmonize and make more effective the law upon the subject, is now almost a 
necessity. We, therefore, respectfully memorialize your honorable body to make 
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the following alterations, changes, amendments, and additions to our Book of 
Discipline : 



I. That paragraph 82 of section 4, chapter II, and Question 19 of paragraph 
87, be amended by striking out the words “ local preachers and,” occurring in the 
second line of said paragraph, and in the first line of the questions. 

II. That paragraph 83 of same section and chapter, be entirely stricken out. 

III. That paragraphs 170 and 171 of section 11, chapter III, and paragraph 289 
of section 4, chapter VII, and paragraphs 308, 309, 310, and 311 of section 2, 
chapter VIII, and paragraph 319 of section 2, chapter IX, and Question 5 of 
section IV, chapter VII, be amended by striking out the words “ Quarterly Con- 




ference” wherever they occur in said paragraph and question, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “ District Conference.” 

IV. That paragraph 75 of section 3, chapter II, be amended- by adding to 
said paragraph, immediately after the last word of same, the following: “It shall 
also take cognizance of all local preachers in the district ; shall inquire annually 
into the gifts, labors, and usefulness of each by name, and shall try, suspend, 
expel, or acquit any and all such preachers against whom charges may be made.” 

VI. That all of paragraphs 281, 282, 283, 284, 285, and 286 of section 4, chapter 
VII, be stricken out, and the following substituted in their place: 

Question 1. To whom is a local preacher amenable for his conduct? 

281. Answ r er 1. To the District Conference within the bounds of which the 
offence is committed, which shall have the power to try, and to acquit, suspend or 
expel him. 

Question 2. What shall be done when a local preacher is accused of immorality ? 

282. Where a local preacher is under report of immorality, or is accused thereof 
in waiting signed by a member of our Church, the Presiding Elder of the District 
where the offence is committed, shall appoint a committee of three, composed of 
preachers or laymen, or both, living within the district, to investigate the report, 
complaint or charges, and to ascertain and report whether a trial be necessary. 
Said committee shall be presided over by the Presiding Elder appointing the 
committee in all cases where it is possible for him to do so; and, in his unavoida- 
ble absence, by a chairman appointed by him, who shall hear and determine all 
questions of law that may arise during the investigation. The Presiding Elder 
shall also appoint a secretary, whose duty it shall be to keep a true and full record 
of all the proceedings of the committee ; but neither the chairman nor the secre- 
tary shall be allowed to vote upon the questions coming before the committee. If, 
after investigation, the committee deem a trial necessary, they shall at once notify 
the accused, and such notice, without any further notice or proceeding, shall sus- 
pend the accused until his case is heard and is finally disposed of. They shall also 
formulate a bill of charges and specifications against the accused ; shall present to 
him a copy of the same a sufficient length of time before the meeting of the Dis- 
trict Conference which is to try him, to enable him to prepare for his trial ; and 
shall appoint some member of the Conference to prosecute the same before the 
committee of trial hereinafter provided for. 

283. After a full investigation of the report, complaint, or charges has been made 
and a conclusion thereon reached, if the committee of investigation deem a trial 
necessary, the chairman of the said committee shall, as soon thereafter as practi- 
cable, notify all the material witnesses in the case to be and appear before the 
committee of trial provided for in paragraph 286, to give their testimony. If such 
witnesses cannot be induced to attend the trial, then, in that case, the Presiding 
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Elder who appointed the committee of investigation, or his successor in office, 
shall appoint some discreet and impartial member of his district to take the testi- 
mony of such witness. The person so appointed, as soon as practicable after he 
has received notice of his appointment, shall give reasonable notice to all the par- 
ties in the action, if they can be found, of the time and place of such examina- 
tions ; and shall allow them the privilege of cross-examination if they are present 
and desire it. If the parties, after reasonable inquiry, cannot be found, then the 
examination shall be proceeded with, just as though the parties had received due 
and legal notice of the same. The testimony so taken, shall be delivered to the 
chairman of the investigating committee, and shall be laid before the committee 
of trial as evidence in the case. When the investigation is finally completed and 
all the evidence of such witnesses taken, all the records in the case, including the 
charges, evidence, and findings of the committee, signed by the chairman and 
secretary, shall be transmitted to the District Conference having jurisdiction of the 
case, for trial and final determination. If the committee of investigation report a 
trial necessary, the President of the Conference shall at once appoint a committee 
of trial as provided for in paragraph 286, and the accused shall then and there be 
put upon his trial. If the committee of investigation report a trial unnecessary, 
and the Conference differ in judgment from the committee, a second committee 
shall be appointed to inquire into the facts, and their report shall be final. 

284. When the accusation is preferred during a session of the District Confer- 
ence, it shall first be referred for investigation to a committee of three members of 
the Conference whether or not they deem a trial necessary. If the Conference 
differ in judgment from the committee, a second committee shall be appointed to 
inquire into the facts, and their report shall be final. 

285. The committee of investigation reporting a case for trial, shall formulate a 
bill of charges and specifications, and shall appoint some member of the Confer- 
ence to prosecute the case. 

286. Every case to be tried shall be referred to a committee of not less than 
nine nor more than thirteen, to be appointed by the President of the Conference ; 
which said committee, in the presence of the President and Secretary of the Con- 
ference, or in the presence of a chairman and secretary appointed by the President 
of the Conference, shall have full power to try the case, and their decision shall 
be final, save as to the right of appeal. The chairman of the committee shall hear 
and determine all questions of law arising during the progress of the trial, and 
the secretary shall keep a full record of all the proceedings ; but neither shall be 
allowed to vote upon any question coming before the committee; provided, that 
the accused shall be allowed the right of peremptory challenge of five in a com- 
mittee of thirteen, and three in a committee of nine, besides the right of unlimited 
challenge for cause. The chairman of the committee shall determine the validity 
of all challenges for cause, and shall have the power to fill all vacancies occurring 
on the committee from any cause. At the conclusion of the case, the committee 
shall make a written report to the Conference, and shall deliver to the Secretary 
of the Conference the whole record of the case, with the decision rendered. If 
the accused is found guilty, the President of the Conference trying the case, shall 
cause a true and correct copy of the decision of the committee, signed by the 
President and Secretary, to be at once transmitted to the President of the District 
Conference where the accused holds his membership ; and this last-named Presi- 
dent shall, at the next meeting of his District Conference, cause the same to be 
road before the Conference and recorded on the Journal of the Conference. 
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Traveling Preachers. 



We further ask that the following changes be made in the law governing travel- 
ing preachers : 

I. That paragraph 264 of section 2, chapter VII, be amended by inserting in 
said paragraph, immediately after the word Conference, in the first line thereof, 
the words “ wdthin the bounds of which the offence is committed.” 

II. That Question 2, of same section and chapter, be amended by adding to the 
said question, immediately after the last word of the same, the following: “Or 
when complaint is made that he has violated paragraph 120 of section 4. chapter 

III.” 

III. That the said paragraph be further amended by striking out the w r ords “ of 
which he is a member,” beginning on the fifth line of said paragraph, and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the words “ having jurisdiction of the offence.” 

IV. That paragraphs 266 and 269, of the same section and chapter, be amended 
by striking out the words “ of w r hich he js a member,” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the w T ords “ having jurisdiction of his case.” 

V. That paragraph 273, of same section and chapter, be amended by adding to 
said paragraph, immediately after the last word in same, the following: “If the 
accused is found guilty, the President of the Conference trying the case shall cause 
a true and correct copy of the decision of the Committee, signed by the President 
and Secretary, to be transmitted to the President of the Annual Conference, of 
which the accused is a member, and this last named President shall, at the next 
session of said Conference, cause the same to be read before the Conference, and 
recorded upon the Conference Journal.”

I. That paragraph 280, of section 3, chapter VII, be amended by striking out the 
words “ Quarterly Conference,” occurring on the second line of said paragraph, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the w T ords “ District Conference.” 



Exhorters and Members. 



We further ask that the following changes be made in the law governing ex- 
horters and members : 

I. That Question 1, of section 5, chapter VII, be stricken out and the following 
substituted in its place : 

“Question 1. What shall be done when an exhorter or member of the Church 
is accused of immorality?” 

II. That paragraph 291, of section 5, chapter VII, be entirely stricken out and 
the following substituted in its place : 

“291. Answer 1. When an exhorter or member of the Church is under report 
of immorality, or accused thereof in writing signed by a member of our Church, 
the preacher, within the bounds of whose charge the offence has been committed, 
shall appoint a committee of three discreet members of the Church, who shall in- 
vestigate the report, complaint or charges. If, upon investigation, they deem a 
trial necessary, they shall formulate a bill of charges and specifications, and shall 
appoint some member of the Church to prosecute the case.” 

III. That paragraph 292, of same section and chapter, be amended by striking 
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out the words “to which the accused belongs,” on the fifth line of said paragraph, 
and inserting in the place thereof “ where the offence was committed.” 

That said paragraph be further amended by adding immediately after the last 
word of said paragraph the following : “ He shall also notify the preacher in charge 
of the work where the ac< used holds his membership of such decision ; and the 
preacher in charge of said work shall, at the next Church Conference, of which 
the accused is a member, publicly announce such decision, and cause it to be re- 
corded upon the Church Conference Journal.”

REPORT ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

The communication from the Publishing House, at Nashville, through Messrs. 
Barbee & Smith, agents, and endorsed by the Book Committee, comes to us 
freighted with the pleasant assurance of the safe prosperity of the concern — the 
total business being $326,528.26, a gain^to the assets this year of $41,030.53 making 
a capital of $710,449.86. This showing is gratifying, because in one year the house 
has cleared 6 per cent, on the entire capital ; and in the past decade it has had 
the capital doubled. This progress has been made, although the nation has had 
a series of years of great financial stringency, which have tried the solvency of its 
business institutions. The indications are that our Publishing House has entered 
on a new era of prosperity, and commends itself to our continued patronage, 
thereby securing increased dividends to the Superannuated Fund of the Church. 

It is a matter of regret that the Epworlh Era, a paper published at Nashville for 
our young people, does not measure up to what w’e need for them, and its subscrip- 
tion list has been reduced. 

Your committee think this paper should be so improved by enlargement and 
beauty of illustration in its general make-up, as to commend it to our young people 
and command the patronage of the Church, or be discontinued. If the former is 
done, we believe it will be a great success. The Sunday-school literature of the 
Church, which has greatly improved in the past decade, deserves our commenda- 
tion, and the management should have the approval of the Church for the mani- 
fest effort to bring it up to a higher standard. 

The Sunday-School Visitor deserves special mention. The matter it contains is 
eminently suited to the needs of our Sunday-school children, and the illustrations 
are rich and beautiful. It ought to have 100,000 subscribers, instead of 50,000. 

Your committee re-affirm the following: 

Resolved, That \se esteem the Christian Advocate, issued by the Publishing House 
at Nashville, Tenn., and so ably edited by Dr. E. E. Hoss, and his assistant editor, 
Dr. J. W. Boswell, as a paper of superior excellence; and, as the general organ of 
Southern Methodism, we heartily commend it to all our people. 

Resolved, That the Review, published by our Church, and edited by Rev. J. J. 
Tigert, D. D., is worthy of the increased patronage of our people and the full 
endorsation of this Conference. Its articles are strong, able, and scholarly, and the 
periodical meets a pressing need of the Church. 

Resolved, That we cordially recommend the publications of the house at Nash- 
ville. More especially do we recommend this year The Circuit of the Globe , by 
Bishop C. B. Galloway; Eminent Methodists, by Bishop O. P. Fitzgerald; Southern 
Writers, by Dr. W. M. Baskervil ; and Young People's Hymnal — the last of which 
is eminentlv adapted for Sunday-school use and the social meetings of the Church. 
All of which may be had from Dr. A. G. Brown, our Colportage Agent at Ash- 
land, Va.

EPWORTH LEAGUES. 

It gives us no little pleasure to report an increase in number of Leagues during 
the past year. We have now r 176 Leagues, with 9,322 members in the Conference — 
an increase of sixty-four Leagues and 2,340 members over last year. Not only is this 
true, but the organization has become more effective. There is a more intelligent 
conception of the League idea, and the enthusiasm of the movement is being better 
directed. Ti e Epworth League now commands the cordial confidence of our 
preachers, young and old ; it is no longer on trial, but is an assured success. We 
furthermore believe that it can be operated with great advantage in any part of 
our Conference We would urge, therefore, as in our last annual report, upon our 
pastors and people the thoughtful, diligent, patient organization of Leagues in all 
our Churches, believing that wdiile it may be more easily done in one Church than 
in another, according to varying conditions, it is practicable in every one. 

We call special attention to the Literary Department, both because it has been 
worked with less success than the other two, and because it is greatly needed in 
our Church. We suggest to our Leagues the use of our reading course, and for 
conducting it, a plan already in successful operation among some of our Leagues, 
and very similar to that pursued by the Chautauqua Literary and Scientific Circle. 

We concur in the recommendation of your Committee on Publishing Interests 
regarding the Epworth Era. One of the greatest needs of the work at this time is 
a live, wide-awake, judicious paper. If we had such, it w’ould not only prove a 
most powerful factor in the development of the w^ork, but w T ould receive w’hat, at 
present, the Era has not, the cordial support and patronage of our young people. 

The Epworth League District Conference has been tried in a number of instances, 
and been found a very valuable school of League methods. We would, therefore, 
urge the presiding elders and pastors to co-operate with the officers of the State 
Conference in holding these meetings in the districts whenever at all practicable; 
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and if a separate conference cannot be held, to devote one entire service, at least 
in the District Confeience, to this important cause. 

We have heard of the progress of the Korean Mission in charge of Rev. C. F. 
Reid and Rev. C. T. Collyer. It promises to be one of the most successful missions 
our Church has yet undertaken. Brother Collyer goes out as the special represen- 
tative of Virginia Leaguers. And while we think it for the best interests of the 
League and the cause of missions to turn over to the General Missionary Board 
the responsibility of his support, we would, nevertheless, urge our young people 
to have him constantly in their hearts and prayers, especially advising that they 
observe, in all their local societies, w r hat is know r n as “ Collyer Day,” the pro- 
gramme for which will be prepared and forwarded by the State Council. 

The Junior League . — For its organization, everything can be said that is said for 
the Senior League. It is being tried in many places, and the workers tell us there 
is no work of the Church more fascinating or more productive of rich and abiding 
fruit. Let our Churches give prompt and diligent attention to the Junior League. 

We recommend the appointment by this Conference of a Committee on Epworth 
Leagues, constituted in the same way, and sustaining the same relation to the Con- 
ference as the other standing committees.

BIBLE CAUSE. 

We deem it unnecessary and useless to enter into any general discussion of the 
value of God’s Word or of the paramount necessity for its general distribution. 
We call attention to the following facts : 

1. The American Bible Society is the most powerful agency on this continent for 
the general distribution of the Word of God. Not only is this the case, but in 
foreign fields, especially in those occupied by the missions of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, our only source of supply is from the grants of the great Bible 
Societies, especially the American Bible Society, which donates freely to our mis- 
sionaries abundant supplies of Bibles and Testaments, even allowing them to retain 
all monev received from the sale of said Bibles and Testaments to be used in their 
general work. 

2. The Bible Society of Virginia is an auxiliary of the American Bible Society. 
It is recognized by Conference and annually indorsed by us. 

3. Despite these facts, over 100 charges of this Conference raised in 1896 less 
than $1.25 each for the Bible Society, and of these 89 raised nothing at all, so that 
130 charges raised an aggregate of only about $50 for this great cause. Upon what 
plea this neglect can be excused we do not venture to guess ; but it would seem 
that the pastors of these charges value very inadequately the great and generous 
work of the Bible Society. We offer the following : 







Resolved, That we re-assert and emphasize our adherence to and our love for the 
invaluable work of the Bible Society of Virginia and of the American Bible 
Society. 

2. That we deem it the duty of every pastor in this Conference to present this 
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cause to every congregation under his care, and to explain to his people the need 
of liberal donations. 

3. That collections be taken early in the year, and the money forwarded at once 
to Rev. W. S. Campbell, agent, Richmond, Va.

TEnPERANCE. 

The Committee on Temperance beg leave to report as follows : 

The subject upon which this committee was appointed continues to command 
much of public attention. It presents itself to every active Christian as something 
upon which an opinion must be formed and a line of action adopted. It is also 
true that the religious sentiment of the country makes temperance and prohibi- 
tion very nearly identical in meaning. The vicious character of all commerce in 
a beverage that can be regarded as evil and only evil, is now acknowledged by all 
ecclesiastic organizations. With equal unanimity, religious gatherings have declared 
the renting of property for saloon or bar-room purposes to be a moral wrong. It 
follows as a sequence that the vote of a citizen which imposes upon a community 
the license system (when the election is simply license or no license), must be 
classed, as to morality, with the vender and the renter. If the traffic cannot be 
carried on without sin, no vote can be given for it without disobedience to the law 
of the Gospel. 

Hence your committee, reiterating the former deliverances of this body, would 
offer for adoption the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved , That we urge upon our charges a faithful enforcement of discipline 
as to the chapter on temperance. 

2. Resolved , That we recommend, as far as practicable, the use of unfermented 
wine at the sacrament. 

3. Resolved, That we request the appointment of two delegates to the American 
Anti-Saloon League to meet in Columbus, Ohio, in January. 

Your committee have considered the paper (coming from the W. C. T. U. of 
Virginia; which was referred to us, and offer the following resolution, viz. : 

Resolved, That w r e deplore the evils of intemperance, and that w’e see in those 
evils a great hindrance to the coming of the Lord’s Kingdom in human hearts for 
which the Church labors and prays. We realize that the early education of the 
young as to the nature and effects of alcoholic drinks and other narcotics is a 
powerful preventive against intemperance, and we rejoice that law’s have been 
enacted requiring this study in the public schools of all the States but four 
(Arkansas, Georgia, Utah, and Virginia), and in all the territories, in the national 
military and naval schools, and in all Indian and colored schools under Federal 
control, embracing fully sixteen million children of school age. 

We recommend that our Church be requested to lend all possible aid tow T ard 
securing the passage of a like law 7 by the Virginia Legislature during its present 
session.

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CONFERENCE ENTERTAINMENT. 

Danville, Va., November 17, 1897. 

The committee appointed at the Conference in Lynchburg, Va., November, 
1890, to consider our Plan of Conference Entertainment, beg leave to submit their 
report. 

We recommend that all previous action of Conference on this subject be repealed, 
and that the Conference adopt, in lieu thereof, the following Plan for Conference 
Entertainment , to-wit : 

I. The Conference shall appoint, quadrennially, beginning November, 1897, a 
committee of five members — three clerical and two lay — to be known as the Com- 
mittee of Entertainment. The method of appointment shall be as follows: The 
President of the Conference shall appoint a Committee of Nomination of three 
members, whose report shall be subject to amendment or recommitment ; but 
when approved by the Conference shall be final. 

The Committee of Entertainment shall elect their own Chairman, Secretary and 
Treasurer, and shall hold office for four years, or until their successors have been 
appointed. 

They shall submit to the Conference annually a full report of their proceedings, 
and vacancies occurring from time to time shall be filled by the Conference on 
nomination of the Committee. 

II. The duties of the Committee shall be — 

1st. To select, in advance of the meeting of Conference, the place for its session 
next following, and report the same, which shall be deemed the answer to Minute 
Question No. 40, and shall be so entered on the Journal of the Conference. 

For this purpose, they shall put themselves in correspondence with the authori- 
ties of our churches at places which may be under discussion for selection as the 
seat of Conference; and shall use all possible diligence and forecast to secure the 
holding of the session from year to year at those places in our territory at which 
the greatest benefits, in all respects, may be secured to the local churches without 
unnecessary expense or inconvenience to the Conference. 

2d. It being the design of this Plan to lessen the expense of entertaining the 
Conference, to encourage and develop hospitality, and to secure the holding of the 
sessions of Conference in the smaller towns, as well as in the larger cities, it shall 
be the duty of the Committee, and especially of the Chairman thereof, to co-operate 
with the local committee, hereinafter provided for, in their efforts to obtain the 
most favorable rates of railroad fares, and such like expenses ; and, as far as pos- 
sible, to promote the comfort and lessen the cost of entertainment, by the secure - 
ment of all private hospitality that may be available in the churches and commu- 
nities where the Conference may, from time to time, be held. 

3rd. They shall report to the Joint Board of Finance, annually, the sum deemed 
necessary to defray the expenses of Conference entertainment ; which shall then 
be apportioned, by said Board, to the several Presiding Elders’ Districts, and re- 
apportioned, by the District Stewards, to the several charges ; and they shall re- 
ceive, from the Treasurer of the said Board of Finance, the money collected, from 
3 r ear to year, for the purpose above named, and shall disburse the same as herein- 
after provided. 

III. The preachers in charge in the places where the session of the Conference 
may be held, from time to time, with such laymen as they may elect, shall consti- 
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tate the Local Committee of Entertainment This Committee shall elect their own 
Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer^ and appoint such sub-committees as may be 
necessary to facilitate their labors and execute their plans. 

It shall be the duty of the Committee to select the house where the sessions 
shall be held, to provide rooms for the meetings of Conference Boards and Com- 
mittees, and to give notice of the same through the “ Advocate ” before Conference 
meets ; to solicit from all the members and friends of our Church in their commu- 
nity such private hospitality as they may be able to afford, and to encourage, by 
precept and example, the cultivation of the grace of Christian hospitality, w r hich 
is highly commended by St. Paul, in the Holy Scriptures, as the duty and privi. 
lege of all Christians. 

They shall also secure entertainment at hotels and boarding-houses, so far as 
the same may become necessary to supplement private hospitality, and they shall 
secure the best possible terms for round-trip tickets on railroads, and public con- 
veyances, for members of Conference and for visiting brethren. 

They shall assign all the members of the Conference, and others having claims 
to Conference entertainment, to their homes, and give notice of the same, as far as 
practicable, by post or otherwise. 

They shall receive from the Conference Committee the funds necessary to pay 
promptly all their bills, and shall deliver to the Chairman thereof a carefully 
itemized statement of receipts and disbursements, with vouchers, which statement 
he shall publish in the Conference Annual, showing the balance, if any, to the 
credit of the Entertainment Fund.

N. B. — 1st. This Plan removes the selection of the place from the open Conference 
to the Committee, clothed with Conference authority to act in the premises. 2nd. 
It seeks to lessen cost, promote comfort, and increase the good influences of the 
Conference session, by the securement of a larger Christian hospitality. 3rd. It 
provides against possible difficulties, by continuing the collection for self-support, 
so far as it may become necessary. 4th. It commits this important matter to two 
committees — one of the Conference, the other of the locality where Conference 
meets, and provides that they shall w'ork together as indicated therein. 5th. It 
deals w T ith the financial question in a way to prevent mistakes and correct errors 
should they occur. 



ARRANGEMENTS FOR GENERAL CONFERENCE OF 1898. 

Ashland, Va., October 15, 1897. 

7 o the Bishop and Members of the Virginia Annual Conference M. E. Church , South: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren, — The Committee of Arrangements for the Gen- 
eral Conference, to be held in the city of Baltimore, Md., May, 1898, beg your 
attention to a subject of vital importance to Southern Methodism. 

The sum of $29,784 was assessed on the church, May, 1895, for the General Con- 
ference Expense Fund; and the apportionments to the Annual Conferences w r ere 
made as required by the General Conference plan, on the basis of the assessments 
for Foreign Missions. The Joint Boards of Finance were duly notified of the 
amounts the Annual Conferences were expected severally to raise, and they were 
requested to re-apportion the same to the Presiding Eiders’ Districts for collection. 
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The progress of this work, thus early begun in the quadrennium, we regret to say, 
has been quite disappointing. The collections to date appear to have realized only 
about one-third of the amount assessed. 

Allow us, dear brethren, to remind you of an important provision of the plan, 
viz. : “ That if there be any deficiency in the amounts raised and transmitted by 
any Annual Conference, the amount of such deficiency shall be deducted from the 
sum estimated for the delegates from said Conference.” (See General Conference 
Journal, 1890.) 

If the assessment on your Conference ($2,248.20) has not been raised in full, we 
would solicit immediate attention to the matter, and respectfully suggest the refer- 
ence of this important subject to your Joint Board of Finance, and request the Con- 
ference to take such action in the premises as may be deemed wise and necessary-

PRISON REFORM. 

Danville, Va., November 22, 1897. 

To the Virginia Conference of the M. E. Church, South : 

Brethren, — The special committee appointed by your order on Prison Reform 
would most respectfully represent that the facts are made known to us through 
official reports and through other means that our Virginia Penitentiary is most 
fearfully overcrowded ; that this condition of affairs has continued through many 
years, and that the want of a proper provision there for decency and for prevent- 
ing, on the part of the prison authorities, the further degradation of these unfortu- 
nate creatures, is a disgrace to our humanity and our Christianity. The young in 
crime are crowded in with the old hardened sinners, and no work for the proper 
reformation of these criminals can be efficiently done. Again, such is the condi- 
tion of the prison, through overcrowding, through want of ventilation, and through 
want of proper sanitary conditions, that consumption and other diseases are fear- 
fully propagated, and that the death-rate is far beyond what it should be. 

We do not presume to reflect upon the officials of our penitentiary, for they have 
pleaded and most earnestly urged that better provision be made, and so far as we 
know, they have used every effort possible to relieve this fearful state of affairs- 
But facts confront us, and as a Christian people we cannot pass by on the other 
side. I was in prison, and you came unto me.” (Matthew 25 : 36.) “ Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me.” (Matthew 25 : 40.) “ tet the sighing of the prisoner come before Thee.” 
(Psalms 79 : 11.) “ From Heaven did the Lord behold the earth : to hear the groan- 
ing of the prisoner.” (Psalms 102 : 19-20.) If the sighing and the groaning of the 
prisoner can come before the great Head of the Church, may not we, a part of his 
militant host here on earth, stop to bring human sympathy and Christian love to 
bear upon the unfortunate condition of these poor creatures? 

Therefore, we recommend that the following resolutions be adopted by the Vir- 
ginia Conference of the M. E. Church, South : 

Resolved 1st , That we most respectfully and earnestly urge upon the proper 
authorities that separate cells (as far as possible) be provided for each convict in 
our penitentiary, and that the sanitary arrangement of the prison be improved. 

Resolved 2d, That such laws be enacted and enforced as will operate to the 
classification of the prisoners so as to produce the best moral results, and as will 
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look especially to the keeping of the young in crime from associating with the more 
hardened and vicious, and will aim to bring to bear the whole possible refor- 
matory forces to reclaim and restore the criminal to trustworthy citizenship. 

Resolved 3d, That such a system of inspection be formulated and set into opera- 
tion as will bring the best help of our manhood up to the help of our prison offi- 
cials in their great effort to stem and correct the rising tide of crime that threatens 
our homes, our honor, our lives, and our civilization.

THE CONFERENCE MISSION BOARD. 



The Captain of our Salvation, as he ascended on high, left ringing in the ears of 
his disciples, “ Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature.” 
They were to wait for the baptism of the Holy Ghost, and then begin their work. 

“ But ye shall receive power after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you ; and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me in Jerusalem, and in Judea, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of the earth.” In this command we have both Foreign 
and Domestic Missions set forth. This command has never been revoked, and is 
still in full force. 

To be Christ’s, we must have the mind of Christ. Not to believe in missionary 
work, both Foreign and Domestic, is to disbelieve Christ. To be opposed to mis- 
sions, is to be opposed to Christ. 

The hand of God is clearly seen in all our missionary work. As the church has 
endeavored to carry out the command of her Lord, the pillar of cloud by day and 
the pillar of fire by night has gone before, directing and cheering. As at the com- 
mand, “ Give ye them to eat,” the church has brought her * live loaves and two 
fishes ’ and placed them in the hands of her Lord, he has blessed and distributed 
until thousands of hungry souls, both at home and in heathen lands, have been 
fed with the Bread of Life and filled with the joy of salvation. 

In the providence of God every barrier has been broken down and every hin- 
drance removed. The ‘ great door and effectual ’ swings wide open and invites 
the Church to the conquest of the world for Christ. Faith in our Lord and faith 
in ourselves as his co-workers will give us the victory. 

The payment of the debt of $145,000, resting upon our General Board, is cause 
for grateful thanksgiving to God. To our missionary secretaries we would say, 
“ Well done.” The payment of this debt shows how near the missionary cause is 
to the heart of the Church, and gives encouragement for the future development 
of work in foreign lands. 

The Board has carefully inspected the Domestic Mission work of this Confer- 
ence, and is glad to report that gratifying progress has been made in many of these 
charges. The Board has under its care sixty-four charges. 

The Rosebud Missionary Society, among our young people and children, has 
been diligently at work ; $3,808.38 has been collected as the result of their labors. 

The total amount raised for Foreign Missions this year is $17,120.63, an increase 
over last year of $1,307.38. For Domestic Missions, $9,598.47, an increase over last 
year of $135.69. The Board will pay in full all of its appropriations for the year 
just closed. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has raised during the year $7,224.94, 
an increase of one thousand dollars over last year.

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Constitution and By-Laws of the Board of Education.* 



The action of the last General Conference, in constituting a Board of Education 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the election of a Secretary of 
Education, we regard as eminently wise. In order to complete the organization 
in ^ur own Conference, and to facilitate the work in behalf of this important 
interest of the church, your Board recommends the adoption of the following: 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Education, to serve for 
four years without salary, to whom the several District Boards of Education, 
hereinafter to be provided for, shall report immediately upon their organization. 
It shall be the duty of the Conference Secretary of Education to see that the Dis- 
trict Boards be furnished with catalogues of all our institutions and with all 
information necessary to the prosecution of the work of the District Boards, and 
to keep a roster of teachers desiring situations, and to put them in correspondence 
with the Boards applying for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of Education, to 
whom all moneys belonging to the Boards of Education shall be paid, and who 
shall, without salary, pay out of the said funds the expenses of the Secretary of 
the Board for stationery, printing., etc, and such other expenditures as may be 
authorized by the Board, and shall present an itemized statement of all moneys 
received and disbursed by him to the Annnal Conference Board of Education, 
with vouchers therefor. 

II. District Boards of Education. 

The District Conference shall elect, tor a term of two years, four lavmen, and 
the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from his District, as a District 
Board of Education. The Presiding Elder shall be ex-officio a member of the 
Board, and he shall have power to till any vacancies occurring in the Board, in the 
interim of District Conferences. The Board shall effect its own organization, and 
shall hold its annual meetings at the District Conference, and lay such plans for 
their work in the District as, in their judgment, are advisable. The four laymen 
upon this Board shall be ex-officio members of the District Conference. It shall 
be the duty of the District Boards of Education — 

1. To secure through the local Boards of Education, hereafter provided for, such 
facts concerning the number of children and young people of our own church, of 
school age, and the facilities for education within their bounds as shall enable the 
church to know the needs of our people; to secure from the Secretary the names 
of such teachers as desire situations, and to do all in their power to supply the 
local needs within the bounds of their several Districts; to procure the names and 
addresses of such young people as may be induced to attend our Academies and 
Colleges and to report them to their Faculties ; personally to aid the agents of our 
school in whatever way possible when canvassing within their bounds; and, to

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report in writing to the District Conference the work of the Board for the year, 
together with the statistics before mentioned. To report through its Secretary, its 
organization, with post-office address of officers and members, and an abstract of 
its proceedings to the Conference Board of Education. 

2. No student for the ministry, whether licensed or unlicensed, shall be admitted 
to our Academies or College as a beneficiary student, who has not been recom- 
mended to the District Board by the local Board of the charge in which he holds 
his membership, and by the District Board to the Faculty of the institution which 
he proposes to enter. When such application is made and approved the District 
Boards shall diligently enquire what amount of aid is absolutely necessary for 
such applicant, to meet expenses other than tuition, and shall inform the local 
Boards of the amounts expected of them, and the local Boards shall raise the 
amounts in such way as they deem best ; and said amounts, w T hen raised, shall be 
forw'arded to the Treasurer of the District Board of Education, who shall forward 
at once to the Treasurer of the institution in which the student is entered, and re- 
port it to the Secretary of the Conference Board of Education ; and the Secretary 
of the Faculty of the institution in which the student is entered shall send a re- 
port of the progress of the student to the local and District Boards from which he 
comes. 

3. No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our people by the Dis- 
trict Conferences that has not secured the approval of the District Board of 
Education. 

III. Local Boards. 

In each pastoral charge there shall be a local Board of Education, consisting of 
the preacher in charge and three laymen, the laymen to be elected annually at 
the second Quarterly Conference under the head of Question 15, upon the nomina- 
tion of the preacher in charge, and tw T o members of said Board shall constitute a 
quorum. It shall be the duty of the local Boards — 

1. To co-operate with the pastor and Sunday-school superintendents in arranging 
and executing a programme for Children’s Day. 

2. To secure, as far as possible, the statistics called for by the District Board of 
Education. 

3. To aid the representatives of our educational institutions in the canvass of 
the charge. 

4. To recommend to the District Board of Education such persons as they ap- 
prove as beneficiary candidates for the ministry, and to raise the amounts laid 
upon the charge by the District Boards. 

5. To report in writing to the District Board of Education the statistics gathered 
by them of the educational work within the pastoral charges, together with the 
number of students attending our institutions of learning from their charges. 

In order to carry this organization into effect at once, we recommend that the 
Presiding Elders be requested now 7 to name four laymen in each of their several 
Districts, to be elected by this Conference, to act until the meeting of the District 
Conference, and that the Presiding Elders to be appointed add to these, imme- 
diately after the appointments are made, the clerical members necessary to com- 
plete the Board. 

In order further to forward the w r ork of education within our Conference, we 
recommend that the Annual Conference Board of Education be elected to serve 
for four years.
